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JURISDICTION AND RULES OF THE COMMITTEE ON INDIAN AFFAIRS 


Adopted in a Committee Business Meeting, February 5, 2009 

JURISDICTION— 111th Congress 

The Committee was initially established as the Select Committee 
on Indian Affairs. Section 25 of 

S. Res. 71, 103rd Congress, 1st Session, redesignates it as the 
Committee on Indian Affairs. 

S. Res. 4, Sec. 105, 95th Congress, 1st Session (1977), as amend- 
ed by S. Res. 127, 98th Congress, 2nd Session (1984). 

Bracketed terms reflect changes in the Committee’s Membership 
for the 103rd Congress made hy S. Res. 18, 103rd Congress, 1st 
Session (1993), which amended paragraph 3(c) of Senate Rule XXV, 
and the renumbering of paragraphs in Senate Rule XXV effected 
by S. Res. 274, 96th Congress, 1st Session (1979). 

(a) (1). There is established a Select Committee on Indian Affairs 
(hereafter in this section referred to as the “select committee”) which 
shall consist of [eighteen] Members, [ten] to be appointed by the 
President of the Senate, upon the recommendation of the majority 
leader, from among Members of the majority party and [eight] to 
be appointed by the President of the Senate, upon the recommendation 
of the minority leader, from among the Members of the minority 
party. The select committee shall select a Chairman from among 
its Members. 

(2) . A majority of the Members of the committee shall constitute 
a quorum thereof for the transaction of business, except that the 
select committee may fix a lesser number as a quorum for the purpose 
of taking testimony. The select committee shall adopt rules of proce- 
dure not inconsistent with this section and the rules of the Senate 
governing standing committees of the Senate. 

(3) . Vacancies in the Membership of the select committee shall 
not affect the authority of the remaining Members to execute the 
functions of the select committee. 

(4) . For purposes of [paragraph 4] of rule XXV of the Standing 
Rules of the Senate, service of a Senator as a Member or Chairman 
of the select committee shall not be taken into account. 

(b) (1). All proposed legislation, messages, petitions, memorials, 
and other matters relating to Indian affairs shall be referred to the 
select committee. 

(2) . It shall be the duty of the select committee to conduct 
a study of any and all matters pertaining to problems and opportunities 
of Indians, including but not limited to, Indian land management 
and trust responsibilities, Indian education, health, special services, 
and loan programs, and Indian claims against the United States. 

(3) . The select committee shall from time to time report to 
the Senate, by bill or otherwise, its recommendations with respect 
to matters referred to the select committee or otherwise within its 
jurisdiction. 

(c) (1). For the purposes of this section, the select committee 
is authorized, in its discretion, 

(A) to make investigations into any matter within its jurisdiction, 

(B) to make expenditures from the contingent fund of the Senate, 

(C) to employ personnel, 

(D) to hold hearings, 


(E) to sit and act at any time or place during the sessions, 
recesses, and adjourned periods of the Senate, 

(F) to require, by subpoena or otherwise, the attendance of wit- 
nesses and the production of correspondence, books, papers, and docu- 
ments, 

(G) to take depositions and other testimony, 

(H) to procure the services of individual consultants or organiza- 
tions thereof, in accordance with the provisions of section 202(i) 
of the Legislative Reorganization Act of 1946, and 

(I) with the prior consent of the Government department or 
agency concerned and the Committee on Rules and Administration, 
to use on a reimbursable basis the services of personnel of any 
such department or agency. 

(2) . The Chairman of the select committee or any Member there- 
of may administer oaths to witnesses. 

(3) . Subpoenas authorized by the select committee may be issued 
over the signature of the Chairman, or any Member of the select 
committee designated by the Chairman, and may be served by any 
person designated by the Chairman or the Member signing the sub- 
poena. 

RULES OF THE COMMITTEE ON INDIAN AFFAIRS 

(Adopted in a Committee Business Meeting, February 5, 2009) 

COMMITTEE RULES 

Senate Standing Rule XXVI requires each committee to adopt rules 
to govern the procedures of the committee and to publish those rules 
in the Congressional Record not later than March 1 of the first 
year of each Congress. On February 5, 2009, the Committee on 
Indian Affairs held a business meeting during which the Members 
of the committee unanimously adopted rules to govern the procedures 
of the committee. The rules were printed in the Congressional Record 
on February 6, 2009. The rules, as adopted, follow below: 

COMMITTEE RULES OF THE 111th CONGRESS 

Rule 1. The Standing Rules of the Senate, Senate Resolution 4, 
and the provisions of the Legislative Reorganization Act of 1946, 
as amended by the Legislative Reorganization Act of 1970, to the 
extent the provisions of such Act are applicable to the Committee 
on Indian Affairs and supplemented by these rules, are adopted as 
the rules of the Committee. 

MEETINGS OF THE COMMITTEE 

Rule 2. The Committee shall meet on Thursdays while the Congress 
is in session for the purpose of conducting business, unless for the 
convenience of the Members, the Chairman shall set some other 
day for a meeting. Additional meetings may be called by the Chairman 
as he may deem necessary. 
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JURISDICTION AND RULES OF THE COMMITTEE ON INDIAN AFFAIRS 


OPEN HEARINGS AND MEETINGS 

Rule 3. Hearings and business meetings of the Committee shall 
he open to the public except when the Chairman by a majority 
vote orders a closed hearing or meeting. 

HEARING PROCEDURE 

Rule 4(a). Public notice, including notice to Members of the Com- 
mittee, shall be given of the date, place and subject matter of any 
hearing to be held hy the Committee at least one week in advance 
of such hearing unless the Chairman of the Committee, with the 
concurrence of the Vice Chairman, determines that the hearing is 
non-controversial or that special circumstances require expedited pro- 
cedures and a majority of the Committee Members attending concurs. 
In no case shall a hearing be conducted with less than 24 hours 
notice. 

(h). Each witness who is to appear before the Committee shall 
submit his or her testimony by way of electronic mail, at least 48 
hours in advance of a hearing, in format determined by the Committee 
and sent to an electronic mail address specified by the Committee. 

(c) . Each Member shall be limited to five (5) minutes of questioning 
of any witness until such time as all Members attending who so 
desire have had an opportunity to question the witness unless the 
Committee shall decide otherwise. 

(d) . The Chairman and Vice Chairman or the ranking Majority 
and Minority Members present at the hearing may each appoint one 
Committee staff member to question each witness. Such staff member 
may question the witness only after all Members present have com- 
pleted their questioning of the witness or at such time as the Chairman 
and Vice Chairman or the Ranking Majority and Minority Members 
present may agree. 

BUSINESS MEETING AGENDA 

Rule 5(a). A legislative measure or subject shall be included in 
the agenda of the next following business meeting of the Committee 
if a written request by a Member for consideration of such measure 
or subject has been filed with the Chairman of the Committee at 
least one week prior to such meeting. Nothing in this rule shall 
be construed to limit the authority of the Chairman of the Committee 
to include legislative measures or subjects on the Committee agenda 
in the absence of such request. 

(b) . Notice of, and the agenda for, any business meeting of the 
Committee shall be provided to each Member and made available 
to the public at least two days prior to such meeting, and no new 
items may be added after the agenda published except by the approval 
of a majority of the Members of the Committee. The notice and 
agenda of any business meeting may be provided to the Members 
by electronic mail, provided that a paper copy will be provided to 
any Member upon request. The Clerk shall promptly notify absent 
members of any action taken by the Committee on matters not in- 
cluded in the published agenda. 

(c) . Any bill or resolution to be considered by the Committee 
shall be filed with the Clerk of the Committee not less than 48 
hours in advance of the Committee meeting. Any amendment(s) to 
legislation to be considered shall be filed with the Clerk not less 
than 24 hours in advance. This rule may be waived by the Chairman 
with the concurrence of the Vice Chairman. 

QUORUM 

Rule 6(a). Except as provided in subsection (b), a majority of 
the Members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business 


of the Committee. Consistent with Senate rules, a quorum is presumed 
to be present unless the absence of a quorum is noted by a Member. 

(b). One Member shall constitute a quorum for the purpose of 
conducting a hearing or taking testimony on any measure before 
the Committee. 

VOTING 

Rule 7(a). A recorded vote of the Members shall be taken upon 
the request of any Member. 

(b) . A measure may be reported from the Committee unless an 
objection is made by a member, in which case a recorded vote 
by the Members shall be required. 

(c) . Proxy voting shall be permitted on all matters, except that 
proxies may not be counted for the purpose of determining the pres- 
ence of a quorum. Unless further limited, a proxy shall be exercised 
only for the date for which it is given and upon the terms published 
in the agenda for that date. 

SWORN TESTIMONY AND EINANCIAL 
STATEMENTS 

Rule 8. Witnesses in Committee hearings may be required to give 
testimony under oath whenever the Chairman or Vice Chairman of 
the Committee deems it to be necessary. At any hearing to confirm 
a Presidential nomination, the testimony of the nominee, and at the 
request of any Member, any other witness shall be under oath. Every 
nominee shall submit a financial statement, on forms to be perfected 
by the Committee, which shall be sworn to by the nominee as to 
its completeness and accuracy. All such statements shall be made 
public by the Committee unless the Committee, in executive session, 
determines that special circumstances require a full or partial exception 
to this rule. Members of the Committee are urged to make public 
a complete disclosure of their financial interests on forms to be per- 
fected by the Committee in the manner required in the case of Presi- 
dential nominees. 

CONEIDENTIAL TESTIMONY 

Rule 9. No confidential testimony taken by, or confidential material 
presented to the Committee or any report of the proceedings of a 
closed Committee hearing or business meeting shall be made public 
in whole or in part, or by way of summary, unless authorized by 
a majority of the Members of the Committee at a business meeting 
called for the purpose of making such a determination. 

DEE AMATORY STATEMENTS 

Rule 10. Any person whose name is mentioned or who is specifi- 
cally identified in, or who believes that testimony or other evidence 
presented at, an open Committee hearing tends to defame him or 
her or otherwise adversely affect his or her reputation may file with 
the Committee for its consideration and action a sworn statement 
of facts relevant to such testimony of evidence. 

BROADCASTING OE HEARINGS OR MEETINGS 

Rule 11. Any meeting or hearing by the Committee which is 
open to the public may be covered in whole or in part by television, 
radio broadcast, or still photography. Photographers and reporters 
using mechanical recording, filming, or broadcasting devices shall 
position their equipment so as not to interfere with the sight, vision, 
and hearing of Members and staff on the dais or with the orderly 
process of the meeting or hearing. 
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JURISDICTION AND RULES OF THE COMMITTEE ON INDIAN AFFAIRS 


AUTHORIZING SUBPOENAS 

Rule 12. The Chairman may, with the agreement of the Vice 
Chairman, or the Committee may, by majority vote, authorize the 
issuance of subpoenas. 

AMENDING THE RULES 

Rule 13. These rules may be amended only by a vote of a majority 
of all the Members of the Committee in a business meeting of the 
Committee: Provided, that no vote may be taken on any proposed 
amendment unless such amendment is reproduced in full in the Com- 
mittee agenda for such meeting at least seven (7) days in advance 
of such meeting. 
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
